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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to a method, classified in class 221, subclass 241. 

II. Claims 10-12 and 13-14, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 211, subclass 59.2. 
IE. Claims 15-22, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 211, subclass 59.3. 

IV. Claims 23-25, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 211, subclass 59.3. 

V. Claims 26-28, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 211, subclass 59.3. 

VI. Claims 29-31, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 211, subclass 59.3. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II-IV and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(h). In the instant case the products of inventions Il-tV as claimed can be used in a 
materially different process of using that product such as storing different articles in a non- 
consecutive manner. 
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Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as use without the energy storage device. 
See MPEP§ 806.05(d). 

Inventions II and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination IV has separate utility such as use without a ramp. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(d). 

Inventions II and V-VI are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination.

Inventions V and VI related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination V has separate utility such as use advancing the signage card. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. Where 
applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found allowable, any 
claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable 
subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. See MPEP

there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
